“It may be that a new valuation 
would serve the public interest before 
fixing a rate. I am not sure.that such 
would be the case. Maybe it would 
not. If, for instance, an inconsiderable 
increase is asked for by the Capital 
Traction Co., such as leaving the cash 
fare at its present figure of 8 cents 
and selling tokens at a slightly higher 
rate, calculation might disclose that a 
revaluation could not possibly reduce

“In that event it would be wasteful 
If a large increase is 
indeterminate one. per- 
haps a revaluation might be needed 
We are now equipped to make one 
whereas all our predecessor commissions | 
were not. And it must be remembered 
that the United States Supreme Court 
has not passed on the Capital Traction 
valuation. 

“In event of a rate case involving 4a 
new valuation maybe we could get it 
finally reveiewed by the Supreme Court 
and that might be an advantage. It 
might result in added advanta ges either 
for the public or the companies.’ 

Childress said that the Potomac

THE RADIO PUZZLE. 


the new radio law, 
which the Federal Radio Commission has not 
yet been able to put into effect, is coming 
home to dog the footsteps of certain members 
of Congress. Commissioner Caldwell  indi- 
cated this fact in a statement to the effect that 
a few members of Congress who six weeks 
azo were active in behalf of the so-called 
equalization clause would now like to see en- 
forcement of this provision postponed. ‘The 
commission, of course, has no choice in the 
matter. It must enforce the law, and the 
equalization clause is part of that law. But 
the equa! distribution of wave lengths, powers 
abd hours of operation in five zones, including 
in each zone an equal distribution among the 
States according to population, is a task to 
test the ingenuity of the best of commissions. 

It was easy for Congress to write such a 
clause... [t was natural to say, “This will be 
the law; let it be observed.” Radio waves, 
however, seem not to have heard the ulti- 
maium. ‘Tiney continue to abide by their own | 
laws, ignoring the dividing line between the 
five zones and apparently oblivious of the: fact 
that State populations vary in numbers and 
make-up. 

No one knows what the outcome will be. 
The commission has considered numerous 
plans for reallocation, each of which would 
coincide with the law as written and each of: 
which, its sponsors declare, would produce an 
ideal broadcasting structure. Close study, 
however, has served to show up inherent weak- 
nesses, and although it is certain that sooner 
ér later the commission will produce a re- 
Allocation plan that will follow the law no one 
yet knows how it is to be done. It is an 
dwkward situation. The law must be observed.

STUPID FILIBUSTERS. 


The close of a session of Congress and a 
Senate filibuster appear now to be related 
happenings.

Reduced to its essentials, a filibuster is noth- 
ing but a test of physical endurance, as mean- 
ingless as &@ marathon dance. The only two 
elements required are two stubborn forces; 
the one determined to obtain action upon a 
disputed piece of legislation, the other equally 
determined to block it. 

The spectacle of a filibuster is not even 
interesting. A Senate that has been in con- 
tinuous session for 24 hours is merely a gruup 
of ill-tempered men. What happens duriug a 
filibuster is inane and meaningless. Worsds 
pour from the mouths of speakers, but there 
is no hint of a brain functioning behind the 
utterances. Relevancy has no place iu the 
order of business. A filibuster does no credit 
to those who press their demands to such 
lengths or those who have no other weapons 
with which to fight back.

Any number of estimable women 
have carefully cherished small stores of whisky 
for no other purpose than protection against 
snake poison. A greater number of men have 
gone even further, using the antidote 
without waiting for the snakes. 

Dr. do Amara! states that alcoho! stimulates 
the circulation of the blood, and that in conse- 
quence the drink taken to ward off danger 
actually carries the poison to remote parts of 
the system which it would not otherwise 
reach. This iconoclast does more than com- 
bat the ancient theory. Hie tells how it 
originated. Many persons, he says, when 
bitten by a harmless snake think that they 
have become victims of the poisonous variety. 
When they recover from their excitement they 
ascribe the cure to alcohol, 

[f the first premise of the Brazilian scientist 
is correct the other may well be. I[t would be 
hard otherwise to explain how so many be- 
lievers in the efficacy of alcoho! against snake 
poison could have survived. The only safe 
rule, apparently, is to be sure to be bitten by 
a harmless snake before taking a drink, 
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THE ROCKET MOTOR. 


The explosively-propelled automobile in- 
vented by the German, Max vou Valier, aud 
constructed by the Opel Motor Works, has had 
its first public test. ‘The machine differs little 
in appearance from the ordinary racing motor 
car except that it carries between its wheels 
two stabilizing wings and displays at the rear 
a unit of twenty cylinders, similar in appear- 
ance to grouped Lewis gun barrels. These 
cylinders are the motor. In them gases are 
exploded to propel the machine forward. The 
trial lasted less than two minutes. The ma- 
chine roared, exploded, smoked and spread a 
fiery tail in its wake and at the conclusion of 
the two-minute test it was going at the rate 
of 140 miles an hour. 

The particular advantage that is claimea for 
the rocket motor is that it is unaffected by 
atmospheric conditions. The internal combus- 
tion engine must have relatively heavy atmos. 
phere in which to function efficiently. When 
such a motor is placed in an airplane and ele- 
vated to extreme heights, the rarity of the 
atmosphere seriously affects its efficiency. 
Consequently the supercharger has been de- 
veloped, to manufacture as far as mechanically 
possible a heavy atmosphere. The super- 
charger is not highly efficient, however, at 
extreme altitudes. 

Those interested in the rocket motor admit 
that it will be of less value in automobiles or 
railway coaches than in the air. Probably, if 
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it proves its efficiency in competition with the 


internal combusion engine, it will be used in 
ground operation, but it promises to give best 
results in aircraft, ‘“‘Why,” said Herr von Opel, 
“do we waste our time and energy against 
thick, unresistant atmosphere when a machine 
of equal force, mounting above the realm otf 
winds and storms, could proceed at ten or 
twenty times the speed? The fault liee# in 
the combustion engine. The rocket-propeiled 
machine will proceed in the upper atmosphere 
with unimaginable swiftness and sureness. 
Flights will be made at 20 miles high and at 
a speed of 700 miles an hour.” 

A few years back such statements would 
have been greeted with derision, but now it 
is well to reserve judgment, Who can say 
that man will not eventually be able to fly in 
comfort in the cold, rarifled atmosphere twenty 
miles above the earth? Berlin would be 
moved to within five hours of New York if a 
700-mile-an-hour rocket airplane could be con- 
structed. The idea seems fantastic, but it is 
not as fantastic as was the idea 30 years ago 
that man could fly.

In such cases the right of the broad- 
caster to censor the speeches is ex- 
plicitly denied; and very properly so 
Since otherwise the legal mandate of 
impartiality might be nullified. In the 
last national political campaign broad- 
casting was still in its infancy, but it 
was utilized so far as conditions then 
permitted. In the coming contest it 
will be employed on a much more ex- 
tensive scale. Theoretically, it is pos- 
sible for a candidate now to address 
an audience of 20,000,000. For that 
reason it is especially incumbent upon 
the radio commission to see that the 
broadcasters fully comply with the law 
and give the contestants a fair field and 
no favors.

Although the election on May 7 of 
the mayor and town council of Takoma 
Park, Md., at which Mayor Ben G. Da- 
vis and his ticket were victorious, ap- 
parently quieted the dispute amongst 
the citizenry divided on the question 
of the North Takoma railroad siding.

Two days after the election, the rail- 
road company shunted a carload of ‘cin- 
ders, consigned to the mayor and town 
council, in the siding, claiming the cin- 
ders had been ordered by the town offi- 
clals for street and road uses. Prior to 
the arrival of the cinders, the town 
council passed an ordinance, aimed at 
the railroad company and those who 
received freight at the siding, prohib- 
iting the unloading or loading of 
freight there, claiming the ground 
occupied by the siding is public park 
property owned by the town. 

It is said that since the carload of 
cinders arrived, it has remained unmo- 
lested by both the railroad and town 
authorities. The town authoritics can 
not unload them without violating the 
ordinance. Mayor Davis said yester- 
day that it is up to the railroad com- 
pany to dispose of them, It is under- 
stood the railroad company claims that 
in placing the cinders on the siding it 
was acting upon written orders of the 
mayor. In the meantime, demurrage 
charges are piling up. A representative 
of the railroad company said yesterday 
that an interstate commerce law re- 
quires the consignee to pay the demur- 
rage, and the railroad company will not 
move the cinders until the demurrage 
is paid.

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MACEDONIAN TROOPS 
FIGHT AMONG SELVES 


Revolutionary Army Breaks 
Up Into Factions; Battle 
Is Indecisive. 


Belgrade, Jugosiavia, May 24 (A.P.). 
A Macedonian “revolutionary army,” 
which assembled at Kustendil on the 


Bulgarian-Serbilan border, broke into 
factions, and in the ensuing fight many 
of its members were killed and wound- 
ed, says today’s issue of the newspaper 
Vermya. The result was a tie in the 
number of Filled and wounded on each 
side, so the differences remain unset- 
tled, and the newspaper predicts that 
further warfare is likely. 

The accounts state that one faction 
of revolutionists wished to march at 
once into Jugoslavia. Another group 
wanted the incursions deferred, while 
a third was peacefully inclined and op- 
posed raiding altogether.

FOLLOWING bid is one made | 
A immediately after an initial bid 

by an opponent. [In Auction 
Bridge a bid following a suit-bid may 
be made with less strength than an 


initial bid; with Ace-Queen x-x-x and 
no strength in any other suit, an ini- 
tial bid would be unsound, but with 
that holding a bid should be made by 
a Second Hand after a suit-bid of one 
by a Dealer. The bid may be im- 
portant. as it will show the partner 
what to jead if the Third Hand over- 
call the Dealer and obtain the decla- 
ration. Also it may shut out a No 
Trump bid by Third Hand. The Bridge 
rule is that a bid following a suit-bid 
presumably shows a five-card suit with 
a hand containing greater strength 
than one quick trick, but not neces- 
sarily two quick tricks. When made 
with a four-card suit, the strength 
must be a bit greater. 

In Contract a Major bid by Dealer, 
passed by Second Hand, is apt to be 
jumped by Third Hand and passed by 
Fourth Hand, who dare not bid for | 
fear Second Hand may be trickless. A 


Minor bid by Dealer, passed by Second 
Hand is apt to be changed by Third 
Hand to a Major or a No frump 
When a following bid has been made 
by Second Hand, Fourth Hand may be 
justified in raising it or in naming his 
own suit; but as an offset, if we re- 
tain the low Bridge requirements of 
following bids, we must raise require- 
ments for jumps.

HE annual interhigh school track 

and field meet at Central Stadium

COMMISSION APPROVES 
PROGRAM FOR MERIDIAN 


Arrangement of Park’s Lower 
Garden Is Prepared by 
H. W. Peaslee. 


Plans for a great plaza for the Vir- 
ginia terminus of Arlington Memorial 
Bridge were announced last night by 
members of the Commission of Fine 
Arts, who spent yesterday studying the 
terminal in relation to the projected 
Mount Vernon boulevard, the Lee high- 
way and the proposed parkway drive te 
Rosslyn and Great Falls, all of which 
will pass the bridge at this point. Un- 
der present plans the main bridge road- 
way will be built in the line of the 
bridge across the boundary channel io 
&@ monumental entrance at Arlington 
National Cemetery, but leading from 
the projected plaza to the north along 
the island’s axis, will be a main trar- 
fic approach to the bridge which will 
connect with a smaller bridge across 
the boundary channel with Lee high- 
way to the north, and the Mount Ver- 
non boulevard will connect with the 
bridge from the south, similar to the 
Lee route. 

The lines of the island shore will be 
rectified somewhat to permit a cross 

axis almost perpendicular to the main 
axis of the bridge and extending the 
full length of the island. At the inter- 
section of the axis, will be the plaza, 
with fitting architectural adornment in 
& measure supplemental to the Lincoln 


| Memorial across the river. 


To Hold Drill Tests. 


Stately Columns Planned. 


For this purpose it is contemplated 
Placing two stately columns framing ip 
with, but not interfering with the view 
of the Lincoln Memorial from the di- 
rection of Lee Mansion. One of these 
columns is to symbolize the North and 
the other the South. Each under prea- 
ent plans will be 166 feet high sur- 
mounted by statues of Victory and of 
design Similar to the Colonne de Julliet 
or “July Column” in Paris. 

The Lee Highway can be given a di- 
rect approach over Arlington Heights on 
the prolongation of the axis of the Ma!) 
passing over the stream between 
mainland and Columbia Island bv a 
single arch bridge and continuing its 
course to the water's edge of the main 
channel. A Greek temple also may be 
added to the plaza 

Models of the pylons for the bridce 
also were studied by the commissioners 
The Washington end of the bridge will 
have two pylons, or ornamental! posts, 
located about 500 feet from the Lincoln 
Memorial. Similar pylons will be placed 
at the Virginia entrance and at the 
branch roadway entrance They will 
be 40 feet high and adorned with sculp- 
tured groups at the base, indicating the 
common bonds, aspirations and perma- 
nent union of the Nation and sur- 
rounded by eagles symbolic of it
